Sirica in 
stern jury 
warning 


WASHINGTON (U PIi - U S District 
Judge John J. Sirica, in search of an 
unbiased jury to hear the Watergate 
cover-up trial, today sternly warned the 
prospects they could go to jail if they fail 
to say truthfully how they feel about the 
case. 
Sirica delivered his lecture to a fresh 
panel of 175 prospective jurors as the 
five defendants, all of them associates 
of former President Richard M Nixon 
who have been accused of conspiring to 
cover up the bugging scandal, sat 
impassively at the defense tables. 
When 60 of the new veniremen 
indicated that being sequestered would 
create a hardship for them, Sirica 
commented, "It doesn’t look like we can 
get a jury today ” 


The contempt warning, Sirica said, 
was 
"not 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
intimidating, coercing or frightening 
any prospective juror ’ 


But he added that if it developed at 
any time during the trial that any one of 
them had deliberately failed to tell the 
truth in answering questions put to them 
during the selection process, he could be 
cited for contempt and sent to jail 


' i ’m going to repeat it once more so 
nobody will have an excuse should it 
happen," 
Sirica 
said, 
wagging his 
finger. " I ’ve been around this court­ 
house a number of years and I’ve seen 
the kind of thing happen that I'm trying 
here to prevent.” 


The judge, who has steered the 
Watergate case through about two years 
of court proceedings, also warned that 
the 
indictment 
charging 
the 
five 
defendants with conspiring to obstruct 
justice "is not evidence of anything" 
and that they must be presumed inno­ 
cent unless proven guilty beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 


"It probably will be one of the most 
important things you will ever have to 
do in your life if you are selected to 
serve on this jury," Sirica told the 65 
prospects who survived preliminary 
screening Tuesday. 


He summoned another 175 District of 
Columbia 
residents 
for 
first-round 
questioning today and another batch for 
Thursday as he strives to weed out those 
who might come to court with their 
minds already made up 


The slow, painstaking process of jury 
selection resulted Tuesday in 90 persons 
being excused after pleading health, 
family or business problems would 
make it impossible for them to be 
sequestered for the three-to-four month 
trial. 


A jury was not expected to be seated 
for several more days. 


Senate votes 
again to cut 
aid to Turkey 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Senate 
voted today for the third time to cut off 
all military assistance to Turkey despite 
a threat by President Ford to veto such 
legislation 


Opponents failed to beat down the 
amendment as the Senate attached it as 
a rider to the $2 5 billion foreign aid 
authorization bill that would terminate 
aid because Turkey used U.S. weapons 
in its invasion of Cyprus. The vote was 
48-34 


The language of the amendment was 
identical to the one adopted by the 
Senate Monday. 
The latest vote to cut off aid to Turkey 
came as the Senate prepared to act on a 
series of amendments to the foreign aid 
bill 
Ford and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger are strongly opposed to the 
bill because of the restrictions it carries 
and because it contains $724 6 million 
less in funds than the administration 
requested

The nation’s inflation crisis clobbered City Hall, Lompoc yesterday when low bids 
for the valley’s massive regional sewage project came in at better than $16 8 
million, 40 per cent over a $12 million estimate made only last March 
The low offers soared beyond a June, 1972 estimate of $8 6 million and an October, 
1972 forecast of $9.3 million, both made before local voters overwhelmingly passed a 
$15 million bond issue (Proposition D ) in November of that year to pay for the city's

Kissinger to extend trip 
to eiaht more countries 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A 
Kissinger announced 
officially today that his Oct 23-27 trip to 
Moscow will be extended to include 
stops in India, Bangladesh, Pakistan, 
Afghanistan. Iran. Romania, Yugoslavia 
and Italy 
The 
announcement 
was 
made 
simultaneously at noon by Kissinger’s 
spokesman, Ambassador Robert 
O 
Anderson, in New York and by the 
Department of State in Washington 
The secretary of state will visit India 
Oct 27-30 and Bangladesh Oct 30-31. 
He will travel next to Islamabad, 
Pakistan Oct 31 Nov 1 and stop briefly 
in Kabul, Afghanistan Nov I 
He is due to arrive in Tehran. Iran, 
later in the day Nov 1. leaving Nov 3 
for Bucharest, Romania 
He will leave Romania for Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia Nov 4. 
Kissinger will wind up his trip with a 
major address to the World Food 
Conference Nov 5 in Rome 
Kissinger, continuing his diplomatic 
consultations at the United Nations, met 


this morning with Archbishop Ma- 
kanos of Cyprus and the foreign 
ministers of Israel and Sweden, the 
latter for the first time 
Kissinger was hosting a lunch for 
Latin 
American 
foreign 
ministers 
before an afternoon round of talks which 
will include a meeting with Ismail 
Fahmi, the Egyptian foreign minister. 
Kissinger had an unusually long 
breakfast meeting with Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon 
Kissinger had been reported hopeful 
that his coming Middle East tour and his 
talks with Arab and Israeli diplomats 
would result in constructive new ideas 
from 
both 
sides 
for 
renewing 
negotiations for peace 
Allon slipped out of Kissinger’s suite 
at 
the 
Waldorf 
Towers, 
avoiding 
newsmen, and without making any 
comment on the encounter which lasted 
nearly two hours 
Because the meeting went on so long, 
Sweden’s 
Foreign 
Minister, 
Sven 
Andersson, was obliged to wait for about 
15 minutes in an adjoining room 


Reinecke, whose political career was 
ruined by his connection with the ITT 
offer to back the Republican National 
Convention, handed in his resignation in 
Sacramento, Calif., 15 minutes before 
his sentencing began. 
Reinecke 
was 
released 
on bond 
pending an appeal. Parker also placed 
him on 
a one-month unsupervised 
probation. 
Reinecke was accused of lying to the 
Senate committee about the date in 1971 
when he first told then Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell about the ITT offer. 
F. 
Joseph 
Donohue, 
Reinecke’s 
lawyer, told the judge before sentencing 
that Reinecke had been "destroyed” by 
his own honesty in cooperating with 
Watergate prosecutors who sought and 
won his conviction on perjury charges. 
"And so was destroyed the budding 
career of an able, honest, energetic 
public servant,” Donohue said. 
Reinecke said the trial earlier this 
year had been a "deep emotional 
experience.” He insisted he never tried 
to hide anything and added there "was 
no wrongdoing on my part.” 
Reinecke, who had been lieutenant 
governor for nearly six years, resigned 
at exactly 9:15 a m. PDT in a letter 
delivered by messenger to the speaker 
of the Assembly and president pro tern 
of the Senate in Sacramento. The 
indictment had cost Reinecke a chance 
to be nominated the GOP candidate for 
governor in the June primary elections 
It said simply: "I hereby resign the 
office of lieutenant governor. Sincerely, 
Ed Reinecke." 
Carbon copies were sent to Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and state Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger. Reagan, 
who appointed Reinecke to succeed 
Robert H Finch as lieutenant governor 
in 1969, said he would name a successor 
"expeditiously.” 
State Sen John Harmer of Glendale, 
Calif., the GOP nominee for lieutenant 
governor, appeared to be the top 
contender for the appointment. 


Reinecke was convicted of lying 
before the Senate Judiciary Committee 
during its investigation of a possible link 
between a pledge by International 
Telephone and Telegraph Corp to help 
finance the 1972 GOP convention and the 
settlement of an antitrust case against 
the company. 
The maximum penalty for perjury is 
five years in prison and a $2,000 fine. 
Reinecke, 
who 
also 
faced 
an 
impeachment move in the California 
Assembly, said Monday he would resign 
at the same time as his sentencing. 
Parker last week denied his motions 
for a new trial and arrest of judgment. 
Reinecke had already indicated he 
might appeal

But even this increase will not erase 
the local deficit, the administrator said, 
and the city may also have to take out 
expensive short term loans and dip into 
revenue sharing funds to pay off the 
rest. 
Wahlers was in phone contact today 
with state officials over the grant 
extension question and will huddle with 
leaders of the utility firms serving 
Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills, 
which are also included in the regional 
system and face steeper costs 
The city’s financial plight will come 
more sharply into focus after these 
discussions and after next Tuesday, 
when financial institutions submit bids 
for the city’s $1.5 million m revenue 
bonds for the sewer system. 
"It’s ridiculous that this project 
should cost as much as it does,” snapped 
Gar Jones, project engineer for Brown 
and Caldwell Co., consulting engineers 
on the project, after the bids were 
cracked. 
Jones blamed "bureaucratic delays” 
for the cost escalation, citing "the 
shuffling that goes on at the state level” 
between state agencies, the city and the 
federal 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency. 
Former President Nixon’s November, 
1972 impoundment of $6 
billion in 
federal anti-pollution grant funds also 
stalled the local sewage treatment 
endeavor, running up costs, as did the 
withdrawal from the project of the 
Federal Correctional Institution. 
Jones also pointed to inflation-bourne 
cost acceleration and shortages of the 
sophisticated equipment needed for the 
new sewage plant. 
"The suppliers are no longer quoting a 
firm price,” 
the engineer sighed. 
"They’re quoting a base price plus an 
escalating cost of three per cent per 
month.” 
This three per cent per month 
escalating equipment cost he said, 
means that equipment that takes 18 to 20 
months to arrive will cost twice as much 
as it did when the project was bid. 


There were two major bid items 
yesterday, the sewage treatment plant 
itself and the piping for the regional 
system. Estimated at a little over $5 


million two and a half years ago, the 
winning bid on the plant yesterday was 
$14,295,000 It was made by the Gentry- 
Rados Co of Corona. 
Along with the winning bid came the 
notation that some of the firm’s sub- 
bidders may not conform to project 
specifications. Jones said, though, that 
the Gentry-Rados bid was binding and 
that if it should cost the firm more to 
meet the project specifications, "He’s 
going to have to eat the difference.” 
There were two other bidders for the 
plant job Both were also in the $14 
million bail park and the spread between 
the highest and lowest was a low 
$400,000 
The apparent low bidder for the 
second 
phase of the bidding, the 
system’s sewage pipes, was Granite 
Construction Co of Watsonville with a 
bid of $2,534,930 
Granite was the 
construction company that won the state 
bid for the ill-fated Lompoc Bypass 
Freeway project. There were eight 
bidders on the pipeline work in all. 
Estimated at $12,005,000 by Brown and 
Caldwell last March, the total low bid 
project 
cost 
yesterday 
came 
to 
$16,829,930, almost $5 million more than 
predicted. 
Jones observed that that 
outcome 
followed a pattern of similar bids Brown 
and Caldwell has overseen in Stockton, 
where a $7 8 million estimate project 
was bid at $16.1 million, and San Diego, 
which had to pay $5.5 million for a 
sewage project first estimated at $2 
million. 
"Basically, the problem has been the 
tremendous acceleration of costs over 
the last six months,” Wahlers told an 
unenthusiastic City Council. 
The 
assessment 
conformed 
with 
Jones’ observation that the trouble all 
began last May, when the national Cost 
of Living Council was dissolved. In the 
two months after that, the engineer 
said, 
costs 
of 
sewage 
treatment 
equipment zoomed up by 30 per cent. 
The city must proceed with the 
project to satisfy cinched up state and 
federal water pollution laws. After 
toiling over figures in his City Hall 
office last night, Wahlers told the 
council that the city’s best course is still 
to proceed with the program. 
"The only alternative would be to put 
a lock and key on all the johns in the 
city,” Mayor E C. Stevens surmised 
The project will take an estimated 27 
months to complete and is tentatively 
slated to commence a lengthy earth 
moving phase later this fall, city sources 
said. 
When completed, the project should 
serve 
the Lompoc 
area 
until 
its 
population expands to about 67,000. 
According to Brown and Caldwell’s 
engineering data, this is expected to 
occur around 1983. 


Rival pension repeal bills 
passed by Senate, Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Trying to 
heal deep "scars” in their public image, 
the 
Senate 
and 
Assembly 
overwhelmingly have passed rival bills 
to repeal lavish early pension benefits 
for lameduck California legislators. 
The rapid-fire action by both houses 
Tuesday night set the stage for a 
showdown, which could come as early as 
today, with lawmakers anxious to return 
to their districts for their re-election 
campaigning 
The Assembly passed a bill that would 
wipe out the lawmakers’ early pension 
bonuses 
and cut 
deeply 
into the 
retirement benefits for Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and other state constitutional 
officers. 
The 
measure 
( AB7) 
by 
Assemblyman Bob Wilson, D-La Mesa, 
was sent to the Senate on a 73-1 vote with 
Assemblyman John 
J. 
Miller, 
D- 
Oakland, casting the only "no vote 
A few minutes earlier, the Senate 
passed, on a 31-1 vote, a rival bill which 
only 
would 
repeal 
the 
generous 
retirement checks for lawmakers who 
leave office this year. 
The sole negative vote was cast by 
Sen 
Lawrence Walsh, 48, who had 
expected 
a $500-a-month 
pension 
beginning in December 
Senate President Pro Tern James R 
Mills, D-San Diego, said legislators did 
not "deserve the abuse we got’ over 
their pensions. He noted the legislature 
took steps to cut back the retirement 


plan in 1969 but did not anticipate then 
that so many young lawmakers would be 
retiring this year. 
"I don’t think I ’ve seen the legislature 
take more abuse on any issue than on 
this one,” Mills said, assailing the news 
media for coverage of the pension plan 
"The things that have been done to us on 
this issue have left lasting scars.” 
Assemblyman Frank Lanterman, R- 
La Canada, argued the legislature has 
"done an honest job" in handling their 
pensions "regardless of all the distorted 
and ballooned interpretations of the 
horrible events that were going to take 
place.” 


Legislative Counsel George Murphy 
has said he thought repeal of the 
lawmakers’ pensions was legal because 
it specifically is permitted in the 
California Constitution. But he warned 
the reduction of retirement benefits for 
other 
state officers 
would 
be of 
"questionable” legality.

State law requires both the 
map and the general plan to say 
the same things, he said 
In the end, the panel declined 
to rezone three of the parcels, 
on the northeast corner of 
Chestnut Avenue and I St., and 
Autry reported that the city’s 
land use plan will now have to 
be altered to allow comlnercial 
land use there 
Among the land owners of 
those 
three 
parcels 
is 
Lompoc's 
Mexican 
Social 
Organization, leaders of which 
gave the council a petition with 
a 
reported 
130 
signatures 
against 
the 
new 
zoning 
designation in that area. 
According to Attorney Terrill 
Cox, the social group would 
lose some of the value of its 
land if its zoning were shifted 
from “ central business” to

yet, but the doctors think she 
has done very very well and 
this of course is very en­ 
couragingM 
Ford was asked if the doctors 
think they have stopped the 
cancer from spreading. " I ’m 
not qualified to say that," he 
replied, but "I hope so " 
Mrs. Ford ate solid food for 
the 
first 
time 
Tuesday, 
watched television and visited 
with friends and family. 
'She 
is 
regaining 
her 
strength," a medical bulletin 
said 
"Her temperature has 
returned to normal and all 
other 
vital 
signs 
continue 
normal. Her spirits are excel­ 
lent." 
The President brought with 
him to the hospital a gift from

clot 'shrinking' 


LONG BEACH, Calif (UPI) 
— The blood clot on Richard 
Nixon’s right lung is shrinking, 
improving 
his 
health, 
but 
apparently without changing 
the recommended long con­ 
valescence that is keeping him 
off the witness stand at the 
Watergate cover-up trial 
The 
former 
president’s 
doctor said Tuesday that a lung 
scan 
revealed 
a 
"partiai 
resolution," or reduction in 
size, of the clot in Nixon’s lung, 
and showed that no more clots 
were forming 
Nixon has been in Long 
Beach Memorial Hospital for 
nine days, receiving anticoagu­ 
lant drugs to combat blood 
clotting caused by a phlebitis 
condition that began when he 
was in office. 
His 
physician, 
Dr. 
John 
Lungren, said Monday that 
although Nixon would probably 
be released from the hospital 
later this week, a "normal 
convalescence” would rule out 
any travel for at least a month, 
possibly 
as long 
as 
three 
months. 
Five of Nixon’s former top 
aides went on trial Tuesday in 
Washington on Watergate char­ 
ges. Nixon has been subpoena­ 
ed by both prosecution and 
Move to 


defense 
attorneys 
and 
his 
appearance on the 
witness 
stand was expected to be a high 
point of the trial. 
The clot had traveled through 
the bloodstream from Nixon’s 
left leg to his right lung, where 
it lodged and caused a dime­ 
sized embolism, an area of 
blocked circulation. 
Lungren 
said

of the clot in the right lung" 
and

evidence

additional fresh emboli in the 
lungs." 
Lungren earlier said the final

was up to Nixon. But, Lungren 
said, his medical advice was 
that Nixon should not answer 
even written questions, or give 
a deposition, for at least three 
weeks. 


Weapon costs 
jump due to 
inflation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
one instant Tuesday the Pen­ 
tagon’s estimate of the cost of 
its 42 major weapons programs 
jumped $16 billion, or 15 per 
cent, due to inflation. 
Pentagon 
spokesman 
William 
Beecher 
told 
newsmen: "We are going to 
have to cut back on some of 
these programs. There’s just 
no question about that. " 
But even with cutbacks, he 
said he expected next year’s 
budget request to show "a 
substantial increase " 
Congress recently criticized 
the Pentagon for figuring its 
inflation this year at 4.5 per 
cent, while the national rate is 
more than 10. 
In response, the Pentagon 
Tuesday recalculated the cost 
estimates of all its major 
programs, and this produced 
the $16 billion instant increase 
— to almost $144 billion 


The new inflation rates the 
Pentagon uses are 11 per cent 
this year, 8 per cent next, 4 3 
per cent in 1980 and 3.7 per cent 
thereafter. 


Of the $144 billion, $45 billion 
has already been spent and the 
remainder will be spread out 
over weapons programs to 
1990. 
"We are just as much subject 
to the same inflationary factors 
as 
everyone 
else 
in 
the 
society," Beecher said. 


Brown-Flournoy campaign

He said he favors a constitu­ 
tional amendment to set up a 
three-member commission to 
recommend salaries and pen­

determine their own salaries. 
"If we had a recommending 
authority, that would take it out 
of the potential of political 
abuse within the legislature," 
Flournoy said. 
The commission could be

commission also would es­ 
tablish the “ living expenses” 
for lawmakers, who now re­ 
ceive $30 a day when they are in 
the Capitol 


“ I think we'll get higher sal­ 
aries from the commission 
than 
we 
would 
have 
the 
courage to vote ourselves," 
remarked Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos, D-San Jose, a 
committee member 


Vasconcellos said the mea­ 
sure would put legislators and 
other state officers on the same 
basis as other state employes 
when receiving pay raises “ so 
we can t be criticized. “ 


Currently, 
lawmakers 
set 
their own salaries and those of 
state officers 
But the pay 
hikes cannot take effect until 
the next term of office begins 
and are limited to a maximum 
of five per cent a year. 


The 
proposed commission 
would meet once a year to con­ 
sider salary adjustment for 
lawmakers and state officers

Mobil Oil Co reduced 
its prices last month and Exxon 
said it was reviewing its price 
structure. 
Gulf Oil Co., however, has 
raised its pump prices 1.5 cents 
a gallon on all grades, citing 
higher costs for foreign crude 
and refined products. 
Ohio reduced its prices by 


one penny per gallon, Skelly 
dropped prices 2 5 cents per 
gallon, and Clark Oil cut prices 
by two cents a gallon in the 13 
Midwestern states it serves

American 
motorists 
should not view the slightly 
lower prices as a the start of a 
trend, warned one oil executive 
who asked not to be identified 
"They should not go out and 
buy a 3.000-pound car thinking 
the the clock has been turned 
back," he said. "No way " 


The executive said major oil 
exporting countries were not 
bowing to President Ford’s 
pressure for lower prices but 
instead wanted even higher 
crude oil prices. He said these 
would be passed on to the 
consumer.

they're thumbing their nose at 
Ford,” the oilman said “ They 
want more money that will be 
passed through to the con­ 
sumer. That pressure is not 
relenting.'" 


A report from Washington 
confirmed the failure of Ford s 
bid for a rollback in crude oil 
prices.

Henry A Kissinger was report­ 
ed to feel he has made no 
progress in persuading Middle 
East oil producers to lower oil 
prices. 


The current variations in 
gasoline prices were prompted 
by the kinds of oil purchased or 
through higher royalty taxes 
instead of either a raising or 
lowering of the basic price 
American companies must pay 
for foreign or domestic oil. 


30 cent gas tax hike proposed 


LOS ANGELES (UPI» - A 
F e d e ra l 
E n e rg y 
Administration 
official 
said 
Tuesday that gasoline taxes 
should be increased by 30 cents 
a gallon in order to cut back 
fuel 
consumption 
and 
discourage driving. 
Roger Sant, FEA assistant 
administrator, said the 30-cent 
tax would decrease gasoline 
consumption by 10 per cent in 
the first year and 2b per cent by 
the fifth year. 
If approved by President 
Ford and Congress, the in­ 
crease would raise the price of 
regular gasoline in the Los 
Angeles area to 85 cents a 
gallon. 
Sant noted, however, that 
consumers would get a tax 
break of $150 on federal income 
tax if the proposal is put into 
effect, and that car ownership 
was not a requirement to get 
the tax credit. 
He 
termed 
the 
plan 
a 
"conservation fee” and said its 
aim was not to increase tax 
revenues, but to cut gasoline 
usage. 


Speaking at a news confer­ 
ence here, Sant outlined other 
measures from an FEA study 
of fuel conservation, including: 
—Standards requiring new 
cars to get at least 20 miles per 
gallon of gasoline. 
—A 25 per cent tax credit for 
the cost of installing insulation 
in existing homes 
— Development 
of 
new 
energy 
saving 
methods for 
industry 
—A 50 per cent tax cut on 
appliances 
that 
use 
solar 
energy 
Sant said the FEA plan is 
different from one favored by 
Treasury Secretary 
William 
Simon that includes a 10-cent a 
gallon tax hike and would 
channel the tax revenue to the 
government. 
It is doubtful that the 30-cent 
tax 
would 
be 
passed 
by 
Congress. Sant said, because 
Wilbur Mills, D-Ark.. chairman 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, is opposed. 
President Ford has indicated 
he is generally opposed to a 
gasoline tax increase, but that 


he is keeping "an open mind” 
on the subject, Sant said 
"We must tackle the problem 
of conservation in a much more 
aggressive manner than we 
have before,” Sant said.

Brock, in fact, is on the threshold of dropping out of one 
negative category in the record book, and this may actually 
be a prime reason he has emerged positively in another. 
Brock is tied for the major league record for having struck 
out 100 or more times the most seasons, nine. Willie Stargell 
shares this nugatory mark. Stargell will strike out 100 times 
again this season. Brock may not. And because Brock has cut 
down on strikeouts, he has been getting on base more often. 
Thus, he has had more chance to steal bases (or be caught 
stealing, as the case may be). 
Coincidentally, history’s three greatest base-stealing out­ 
fielders, Cobb. Carey and Brock, share another distinction. 
Each holds an embarrassing fielding record. Cobb holds the 
major league mark for most errors committed by an out­ 
fielder in a career, 271. Carey holds the modern National 
League record of 235. Brock holds the record for most years 
leading league in errors, seven, and by season’s end, it was 
mp and tuck whether he’d add another year to that melan­ 
choly mark. 
Perhaps our swift and itchy stealers, standing around in 
hopes of something happening in the outfield, simply go 
mummified out there 
The brothers Perry, like Nolan Ryan, also established a 
new pitching record in 1974 Gaylor and Jim have now won 
more than 373 games, bettering the sibling mark set by the 
Mathewson brothers. (A favorite trivia question had con­ 
cerned the number of wins for the Mathewson boys. Christy 
won 373 games and his brother, Henry, who pitched in a total 
of three big league games, won none t 
Few know, though, that Henry holds a record of his own. 
No pitcher of the modern era - not even Nolan Ryan - ever 
walked more men in nine innings, 14, than poor Henry. 
Often, though, records are only as good as their inter­ 
preters. For example, Cobb and Brock and Carey may have 
>een caught stealing a lot, but they chanced more than 
others — and their consequent percentages were heavily in 
their favor. 
Finally, there is one record that is the essence of "every 
sweet hath its sour,” and is easily the most symbolic record 
in the book 
It reads: Most sacrifices, rookie, season, N.L., 2H in 1947, by 
Jack R Robinson.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — It was the philosopher Ralph 
Waldo Emerson of Concord. Mass., and not. as some baseball 
fans might first think, the outfielder Chester Arthur Emer­ 
son of the 1911-12 Philadelphia A s, who said, "For every 
strength there is a consequent weakness ... Every sweet 
hath its sour .. And for everything you gain, you lose some­ 
thing." 
One is reminded of this musing in the flush of orchidaceous 
records being set this baseball season, particularly by Henry 
Aaron. Lou Brock and Nolan Ryan. 
The world generally knows that Henry Aaron broke Babe 
Ruth's record for most home runs in a big-league career. 
Rarely known, however, is that Aaron this year added to his 
record of having hit into more double plays — slightly over 
300 by late September — than anyone in history. 
The baseball universe has excitedly and rightlv concerned 
itself with the record Brock established in 1974 of most stolen 
bases in one season. He broke Maury Wills' mark of 104 
What has been lost amid the stentorian crowd chants of "Go. 
go" whenever the winged Brock slips his feathery body off ot 
first base, is that Brock may break the National League 
record for having been caught most times in a season. 36. 
held by Max Carey. 
And Brock has an outside chance for the major league 
Caught-Stealing record of 38. held by Ty Cobb (established in 
1915, the year Cobb stole 96 bases - the record until W ills' 
1962 season). 
Ryan this season struck out 300 or more batters for the 
third straight year - a head-revolving and record-shatter­ 
ing performance. After Ryan's notorious smoke has cleared, 
however, we also learn that he has set the record for leading 
the American League bases on balls for three consecutive 
seasons. 
This dolorous information is not. to be sure, in any way an 
attempt to denigrate the remarkable feats of speed and 
power by Aaron. Brock and Ryan. These marvelous athletes 
have justifiably captured the imagination of the nation And 
sports is the area w here we look to have our spirits raised. As 
the late Chief Justice Earl Warren once said, "I read the 
sports section first.

Leonard Bloom spoke for him 
“ At this point, he wants to be 
associated with the Q's but to retire 
from playing basketball and coaching.” 
Bloom said 
“ His reasons will be 
disclosed in a national magazine (Sports 
Illustrated) tomorrow.” 
Although the Q's have been practicing 
for some time, Chamberlain had not 
been coaching them and there was little 
doubt as to his plans to retire. 
Chamberlain, 
38. 
joined 
the 
Philadelphia Warriors of the National 
Basketball Association in 1959 after a 
stint with the Harlem Globetrotters. 
During his career he amassed 31,419 
points, an NBA record. He scored 100 
points in one game. 
The Warriors traded Chamberlain to 
Los Angeles, and he jumped the Lakers 
last year to sign a $600,000 a year 
contract with the Q’s as player-coach. 
The courts would not allow him to play, 
however, because of his contract with 
the Lakers.

designated hitter and his $173.000 a year 
salary, making him the highest paid 
manager in baseball history. 
The Indians obtained Robinson, 39, on 
waivers from the California Angels two 
and a half weeks ago and the immediate 
speculation was that he was purchased 
not only for his hitting ability but also to 
replace Aspromonte as manager. The 
speculation gained credence last week 
when Aspromonte was fired 
Robinson will become the major 
league's first player-manager since 1952 
when Lou Boudreau handled both jobs 
with the Boston Red Sox, getting into 
four games as a player that year. It was 
Boudreau who led the Indians to a world 
championship in 1948 ehn he served as 
player’manager 
"So far as I know, it’s not official,” 
said Robinson, who was with the Indians 
in Boston for Tuesday night’s game

questioned 
further by 
newsmen. Robinson did assess the 


Indians personnel in a general way 
“ There is some good young talent on 
this club," he said “ It's a type team 
that can move because it's young The

I hope they would 
hire me more for my qualifications than 
for that. But after rubbing elbows with 
these guys, it would be a funny feeling, 
realizing you’ll be the man and you can t 
do things like go out drinking with them 
anymore." 


Frank Robinson 
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Aaron will play 
one more year — 
with new club

NKW YORK (U P I) 
Hank Aaron has given it a lot of thought, 
an awful lot, and he has made up his mind 
He feels he can play some more, he wants to, and he's going to. 
With the pressure of Babe Ruth's record no longer on his mind 
and the fact he's finishing this season feeling so strong, Hank 
Aaron is flat out convinced he can have a better year next season 
than this one, which wasn't really all that bad 
He believes he can go out there and give a good account of 
himself, ami he intends to 
Not with the Atlanta Braves, though. 
They're going strictly with youth, and at 40. he no longer fits into 
that category. He knows that, and it isn’t upsetting him as much 
as you'd think 
The Braves, by this time, are aware Hank Aaron wants to keep 
playing They do not want to stand in his way, and they have made 
that fact known to him 
So what now? 
So this now: if things can be worked out, and there’s no big 
reason why they can’t be, Hank Aaron quite likely will be traded 
sometime after the World Series. 
To whom? 
To some club like maybe the New York Mets, the New York 
Yankees, the San Diego Padres or the Milwaukee Brewers. 
The Mets and Padres certainly could afford him and the 
Yankees certainly could use him, but the Brewers really would be 
the logical club to make a pitch for him 
They can’t right now because technically he’s still under 
contract to the Braves and it would be considered tampering, but 
once the season ends and the interleague trading period goes into 
effect five days after the World Series, there wouldn’t be anything 
standing in the Brewers’ way except the Braves. 
Milwaukee loves Hank Aaron. 
He played there 13 years, breaking into the big leagues in that 
city back in 1954. and bringing the city its first major league 
pennant three years later with a dramatic home run against the 
St. Louis Cardinals. 
Every time Hank Aaron has returned to Milwaukee since the 
club moved to Atlanta, he has been given a royal welcome 
Generally the ballpark has been sold out with everybody wanting 
to see Hank Aaron. 


What’s more, where there doesn’t seem to be a place in the 
Braves’ lineup for him, there is one ready-made with the Brewers. 
They need a designated hitter. This year Milwaukee has used 
fellows like Bobby Mitchell, Mike Hegan and Deron Johnson as its 
designated hitter. Right now rookies Gorman Thomas and Sixto 
Lezcano are handling the job 
Why not Hank Aaron next year? If 39-year-old Frank Robinson 
can do it for the Cleveland Indians, and manage them also, next 
season, why can’t Aaron perform the same service for the 
Brewers without the extra burden of managing? 
Hank Aaron is in better physical shape now than Frank 
Robinson. He’s hitting 267 for the Braves and has 68 RBIs and 19 
home runs. 
The Braves don't figure to hold up any club seeking Aaron. 
What about the front office job the Braves promised Aaron? 
They talked to him about it, but he wasn’t particularly 
enchanted with what they had in mind. 
“ When I go into the front 
office,” he said, “ I want to 
contribute something I don’t 
want to just walk around and 
shake hands. I do that enough 
during the winter. I don’t want 
to have to keep doing it all 
summer.”

Another football hero 
hits the big screen

HOLLYWOOD(NEA) - It’s 
getting so that d ire c to rs 
aren’t sure whether to yell 
‘‘Action" or "Hike” when they 
want to get their actors mov­ 
ing. There are so many ex­ 
foot ha 11 stars around these 
days that “ Hike" might be 
more appropriate. 
Tony King is the latest and 
he may turn out to be the best 
to make the off-grid iron to 
on-screen shift. At least pro­ 
du ce r M ike F ra n k o v ic h 
thinks so. Mike says that 
Tony, who stars for him in 
"R e p o rt to the Com m is­ 
sioner," may be the next im ­ 
portant black star. 
Of course, a lot depends on 
how good "Report” is, but the 
advance word is that it’s a 
good one. 
King plays the lead heavy 
in "Report" and he’s sup­ 
posed to be a startling screen 
presence. 
He used to he a startling 
gridiron presence. 
He grew up in the hotbed of 
high school football, Alliance, 
Ohio, and played there and 
then at Findlay College in 
Ohio. After two years, he quit 
and signed with the Buffalo 
Bills, after being called a 
hardship case. 
‘‘The D etroit Lions had 
wanted me and had offered 
me more money," King says, 
"but 1 had had some prob­ 
lems in Detroit.” 
What those problems were 
were a short ja il experience. 
He had been arrested and 
convicted for robbery. He 
was actually en route to ja il 
when the real robber was 
caught. The adventure left 
him with no great love for 
Detroit. 
He played defensive back 
and offensive end for six 
years with the Bills, Denver 
Broncos, Oakland Raiders 
and New York Giants. 
His career was marked by 
some bitterness, disputes 
which led to his being farmed 
out by the Giants, and that 
ended his football career. 
He got into modelling in 
New York and was doing 
well. One day, he was w alk­ 
ing down 46th Street and a 
lady leaned out of a window 
and yelled down, ‘‘Hey, are 
you an actor?” 
Tony wasn’t, but he was 
w illing. He says the ladv 


charged him $100 to teach 
him things about acting - 
"including how to cheat and I 
already knew that" — hut 
never got him a part. So he 
began getting his own. 
One day, he heard they 
w ere shooting a m ovie, 
"Panic In Needle Park." He 
went over to where the com­ 
pany was working and he 
said, "Hey, man, you’re shoot­ 
ing on my block, you’d better 
give me a part in your pic­ 
ture." And they did. 
He decided he liked movie 
acting - “not stage acting, 
because it’s too much like 
football, you do the sanrje 
thing every day" - arid 
began studying it. He wound 
up with a master's degree in 
film from New York Univer­ 
sity.

Proposition 1 


Once 
again 
voters 
of 
California will be faced with a 
massive ballot Nov. 5 in the 
general election. In addition 
to the candidate selections, 
voters will again be asked to 
decide 
a 
total 
of 
17 
propositions. 


The first proposition on the 
ballot calls for a $150 million 
school earthquake safety and 
building act bond issue. Up to 
$50 
million 
would 
be 
earmarked for loans to school 
districts which cannot afford 


to repair or replace buildings 
judged 
unsafe 
against 
earthquakes. 
The 
law 
calls 
for 
the 
buildings not to 
be used as 
schools after June 30,1975. 
This 
proposition 
is 
necessary 
because 
a 
$250 
million 
earthquake 
safety 
bond 
issue, 
approved 
by 
California voters in 1972, was 
not enough. 
The remaining $100 million 
of the bonds would be used to 
continue a program of loans 
for new school buildings in 


rapid growth districts which 
have exhausted their bonding 
capacity. 
Although 
little 
benefit 
would 
be derived 
by 
the 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School 
District from this measure 
inasmuch 
as 
all 
of 
our 
structures are up to code, we 
fully support approval of this 
bond issue. The proposition 
has 
the 
backing 
of 
both 
gubernatorial candidates and 
no opposing argument was 
submitted to the secretary of 
state on the issue.

It is everywhere said that with the 
withdrawal of Senator Edward Kennedy

Republican Nixon for his failure, among 
other things, to come clean about his 
misbehavior — and then elect the 
Democrat Kennedy notwithstanding his 
failure, among other things, to come 
clean about his misbehavior. 
Richard 
Nixon's 
public declaration to 
the effect that he 
deeply 
regrets 
his 
mistaken judgements 
g reatly 
annoyed 
people 
who wanted 
him 
to 
appear 
in 
sackcloth and ashes, 
regretting 
the 
day 
that he was born. In 
fact politicians use 
euphemisms, 
wherever 
possible. 
When 
Edw ard 
Kennedy 
renounced 
the 
race for the Presidency, he talked not 
about Chappaquiddick, but about his 
obligations to his family. I don t doubt 
that 
he 
feels quite 
sincerely 
his 
obligations to his family. But then 1 
don’t doubt, either, that Richard Nixon 
feels quite sincerely his regret at his 
mistaken judgments. After all, when 
you attempt to obstruct justice and fail 
to do so, among other things, you have 
been mistaken in your judgment. 
I wish that we would take the 
opportunity at this point to reflect less 
on the need of an American President to 
have been born without sin, pre partu, in 
partu, 
and 
post 
partum, 
as 
the 
theologians say, — as to be bom with 
outstanding qualifications to serve as 
President of the United States The 
question arises: How come Richard 
Nixon 
was 
considered 
the 
top 


Republican in the country, and how 
come Edward Kennedy was considered 
the top Democrat in the country? 
It is easier to answer the second 
question than the first. Senator Kennedy 
is the surviving brother of a publicly 
illustrious breed, and the martyr’s blood 
one longs to avenge, runs only m his 
veins. That in itself would substantially 
account for his popularity, and you then 
add, of course, his good looks and his 
youth. I hear it said, incidentally, that 
he has developed into a fine public 
speaker. But his popularity was secure 
before that happened. 
In the case of Richard Nixon, he got to 
where he got by a combination of 
extraordinary luck (the need of Dwight 
Eisenhower to capture the California 
delegation in 1952), and dogged and 
intelligent perseverance: ten million 
town 
hall 
appearances 
for 
local 
candidates over a period of 20 years. But 
Mr. Nixon never distinguished himself 
as a man of extraordinary gifts, or 
capacity. If his dealings with the 
Watergate 
prosecutors, 
and 
with 
Internal 
Revenue, 
and 
with 
Bebe 
Rebozo, were as chaste as those of Snow 
White with the Seven Dwarfs, would he 
therefore have loomed as a man more 
august than he is seen now to be? Isn’t it 
clear that his shortcomings, those that 
greatly matter, were of an extra-venal 
character7 
Here 
is 
the 
trouble 
with 
the 
Presidency. People are laughed at for 
merely 
mentioning 
as 
a 
possible 
President someone who is not heavily 
steeped in a ritual which tends rather to 
vulgarize than to ennoble It is safe 
nowadays to say, for instance, that you 
think 
Senator 
Jackson 
should 
be 
President But it is ludicrous to say that 
you think Frank Stanton should be 
President Why? This has nothing to do 
with any question of sharing or not 
sharing Jackson s or Stanton’s views on 
public policy. But a wall lifts up, as 
impenetrable as Berlin’s, between the 
two 
categories 
of 
men 
Stanton’s 
executive experience is far greater than 
Jackson's His general attraction to left 
domestic policies is about the same His 


views on all matters are very well 
known, inasmuch as he has given almost 
as many speeches as Jackson 
His 
position on foreign policy is not very 
different. He is neither much more or 
much less effective than Jackson as a 
public speaker. 
Surely this is a direction we should 
consciously turn to: increasing the list 
of Americans who should be considered 
for the Presidency. The mere mention of 
someone as a possible President has the 
effect of getting his name thought about. 
But it should be more than that. 
Committees should examine men from 
different professions. They should be 
written about, listened to. And the old 
mold should be destroyed: the one that 
says you have got to stick to a governor 
or a senator or a congressman, however 
obscure Watergate should liberate us 
from something more than merely the 
lack of candor.

Bingo and aspirins 


All you bingo players better be 
careful. Sheriff John Carpenter is 
presently investigating charity bingo 
games in the county. 
According 
to 
the 
sheriff, bingo, when it 
costs money to play 
and offers cash prizes, 
is 
gam bling 
by 
California State law. 
All recent attempts to 
legalize charity bingo 
in 
California 
have 
failed 
in a Senate 
committee. 


So, Sheriff John must enforce the law. 
The 
department 
has 
already 
investigated 
seven 
different 
bingo 
games which are usually played every 
week on Tuesday through Friday nights 
at churches and service clubs. The 
investigation showed that attendance 
generally runs from 100 to 150 persons. 


One organization claimed $34,000 
profit from bingo; another estimated 
$20,000 would be made in 1974 from 
bingo. A third estimated that the players 
spend approximately $900 each bingo 
night The department estimates that in 
excess of $200,000 is gambled yearly in 
bingo games in Santa Barbara County. 
Each bingo night turns out between $200 
and $700 in winnings to the players. 
What's Sheriff John going to do? 
Well, his department is contacting 
each of the churches and service clubs 
that are known to be sponsoring bingo 
games and advising them to discontinue 
bingo games which offer prizes of 
money, 
checks, 
credit 
or 
other 
representatives of value. 
In other words, no bingo.

Lieutenant Governor 


Both Senators Mervyn Dymally, a 
Democrat, 
and 
John 
Harmer, 
a 
Republican, are campaigning mightily 
for the office of Lieutenant Governor. In 
some 
ways 
their 
campaign 
is 
overshadowing the efforts of Republican 
Houston I. Flournoy and Democrat 
Edmund G. Brown, Jr., in their race for 
governor. 
There is an irony in the fact that the 
least significant statewide office to be 
filled by election would draw more 
attention than the most important job 
For the office of Lt. Governor is 
something of an anachronism. Some 
states do not have such a job. It is a post 
where the primary function, as former 
Governor Friend W Richardson once 
described it, "is to preside over the 
senate 
and 
each 
morning 
inquire 
solicitously after the health of the 
governor.” 
But the presiding over the Senate 
itself 
has 
become 
an 
outmoded 
provision Many years ago the Senate 
stripped the Lt. Gov. of any authority 
over that body and while the present 
constitution says he is the "President of 
the Senate” it doesn’t mean a thing He 
doesn't even have a vote excepting in 
case of a tie, all 40 members having 
voted. That is something which rarely 
happens excepting by contrivance to 
embarrass the Lt. Gov. politically. In 
recent years it has become unique to see 
the Lt. Gov presiding even for a few 
minutes and he is seldom present during 
sessions. 
So, the real importance of the office is 
that he is a standby to succeed the 
governor in the event of a vacancy by 
death or resignation. And that provision 
could easily be changed to provide that 
the line of succession be that of the 
President Pro Tern of the Senate 
followed by the Speaker Both of these 
are elected by their respective houses. 
By statute the legislature has given 


the Lt. Gov. some chores, most of which 
are of little importance. Likewise the 
governor dreams up some errands to 
keep him occupied and out of his hair. 
Both are careful to avoid giving the 
office any real authority which could be 
used 
to political advantage. 
They 
usually view him as the kind of a 
receiver who would grab the ball and 
run in the wrong direction. 
Perhaps what makes the present race 
more 
interesting, 
aside 
from 
the 
unfortunate difficulties the present 
incumbent, Ed Reinecke, has found 
himself in, is the striking differences 
between the two main contenders. 
Unlike Flournoy and Brown who are 
giving every appearance in their stands 
of being the Bobsey Twins, Dymally and 
Harmer are studies in contrast. 
They are as different in their views as 
the color of their skins. Dymally is a 
black A native of Trinidad he graduated 
from college in Los Angeles where he 
now lives. Elected to the Senate in 1966 
after four years in the Assembly, he 
became the first and only black ever to 
serve in that august body. As a 
Democrat he is an ultra liberal. He 
crusades 
for 
"people 
programs,” 
supports labor 100 per cent, opposes the 
death penalty and favors relaxation of 
drug laws 
Harmer is the extreme opposite. A 
native of Salt Lake City, he graduated 
from the University of Utah and now 
practices law in Glendale An elder of 
the Mormon Church, he is a highly 
moralistic nondrinking non-smoker. He 
is an ultra conservative, strong on law 
and order, and a crusader against 
pornography. 
Since no Lt Gov has been able to use 
that office as a springboard for election 
to a higher office in the past 50 years, 
the campaign is only important in that 
the winner might become governor if 
the next governor dies or vacates the 
office before his term is over.

Morelos conocio a Hidalgo en el Colegio de San Nicolás donde el 
Iniciador de la Independencia era el que ocupaba la rectoría del 
establecimiento. Del colegio mencionado, Morelos paso al 
Seminario Tndentino, con el fin de completar sus estudios que le 
abrirían el camino hacia el sacerdocio. 
En Uruapan, Michoacan. Morelos hizo las funciones de 
preceptor desde 1796 hasta 1789 Allí mismo fue clérigo diácono. 
En 17% sirvió con carácter de interino en el curato de Churumuro 
y La Huacana Poco después fue propiamente el clérigo de 
Caracuaro Mich. 


En la acción política de Morelos, debe de tomarse mucho en 
cuenta su intervención en el Congreso Nacional donde a la fecha 
existe el siguiente reglamento hecho por nuestros caudillos. A i

manera se aumentase el jornal del pobre, se mejorasen sus 
costumbres y se desterrase la ignorancia; F) que la esclavitud y 
la distinción de castas fuesen proscritas para siempre, quedando 
todos iguales, y distinguiéndose a un americano de otro solo por el 
vicio y la virtud; G ) que se quitase la infinidad de tributos, cargas 
e imposiciones mas agobiantes y se indicara a cada individuo un 
cinco por ciento de sus ganancias u otra carga ligera que no 
oprimiese tanto como la alcabala, el estanco, el tributo u otros 
impuestos. 
En esa forma, mexico conto en su primer congreso nacional, 
con tres importantísimos documentos “ Sentimientos de la 
Nación,” “ Acta de Independencia de la America Septentrional” y 
el “ Decreto Constitucional para 
la libertad dé la America 
Septentrional.” 
Morelos es conocido como E l Ciervo de la Nación, el, al 
contrario de Santa Anna e Iturbide, quiso que el mundo lo 
considerara honesto, y libre de supercherías. (Recordemos que 
Santa Anna e Itirbide se hizieron llamar Altezas).

year ago many beet growers

competitive crops as sugar 
returns failed to keep pace with
